The  European  Mirror 


The  Kennedy  Clan

Europe  is  observing  the  election  campaign  in  the  United 
States  and  the  great  majority  of  people  are  now  hoping  for 
a presidential  victory  by  Robert  Kennedy. 

“Run”  said  a one  — word  telegram  from  four  students 
in  Switzerland  sent  to  “Bob"  two  weeks  ago  when  he  gave 
the  impression  that  he  might  challenge  President  Johnson. 

The  Kennedy  clan  is  held  in  highest  esteem  in  Europe. 
Public  places,  streets,  and  institutions  of  higher  learning 
are  named  after  John  Kennedy.  He  was  also  Europe’s 
president  because  to  them  he  was  associated  with  hope,  pro- 
gress and  the  reconciliation  of  men. 

WORLDWIDE  POPULARITY 

John  F.  Kennedy  had  the  power  and  gift  to  communi- 
cate with  people  all  over  the  world.  He  was  not  seen  as  a 
man  who  represented  American  imperialism  and  capitalism. 
He  could  walk  through  foreign  capitals  without  being  hit 
by  rotten  eggs  and  tomatoes.  There  were  no  anti-American 
demonstrations  and  rallies  against  the  American  president. 

There  was  no  recent  figurehead  of  the  United  States  so 
much  admired  and  loved  by  the  establishment  and  working- 
class  in  Europe  as  John  F.  Kennedy. 

Europeans,  with  the  history  of  nobility  and  patricians, 
see  in  the  Kennedy  clan  a reflection  of  their  society.  The 
Kennedys  combine  both  the  European  and  American  way  of 
life : the  American  way  of  idealism  and  aggressiveness  and 
the  European  glamour  of  aristocracy.  The  Kennedys  are 
one  of  the  few  families  which  are  socially  accepted  by  the 
European  establishment. 

JACQUE  GIVES  CLASS 

Jacqueline  Kennedy  helps  very  much  to  give  the  image 
that  the  Kennedy  clan  has  “class”.  She  dresses  stylishly, 
speaks  French  and  her  children  are  dressed  like  members  of 
the  European  upper  class.  For  Europe  Jacqueline  was  in- 
deed the  embodiment  of  a “First  Lady”.  It  was  she  who 
brought  culture  and  sophistication  into  the  White  House. 
And  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  her  sister  is  married  to 
Prince  Radziwill,  a high  born  European  aristocrat.  All  these 
social  and  cultural  attributes  mixed  with  American  friend- 
liness and  nonchalance  have  made  the  Kennedys  popular  in 
Europe. 

Robert  Kennedy  profits  very  much  from  this  Kennedy 
clan  image  in  Europe.  To  Europeans  “Bob”  is  the  personi- 
fication of  the  “Good  American"  and  not  “Ugly  American”. 
He  has  all  the  admiration  and  moral  support  of  these  people 
which  was  shown  very  clearly  in  one  big  pro-American 
demonstration  in  Berlin.  People  were  carrying  signs  with 
“Robert  Kennedy  into  the  White  House”  even  before  he 
announced  his  candidacy. 

For  a European,  Robert  Kennedy  is  not  the  typical 
American;  Johnson  is.  They  see  in  Kennedy  not  a foreigner 
but  someone  of  their  community. 

ATLANTIC  COMMUNITY 

John  F.  Kennedy  spoke  of  the  Atlantic  Community,  a 
close  cooperation  of  North  America  and  Western  Europe. 
This  alliance  is  an  amalgamation  of  European  and  American 
ideas.  That  is  found  for  the  Englishman,  French  and  Ger- 
man, etc.,  in  the  Kennedys. 

This  column  is  not  written  to  support  the  Kennedy  tick- 
et, but  rather  to  show  that  Europeans  feel  Robert  Kennedy 
is  the  presidential  candidate  who  can  bring  Western  Europe 
and  the  United  States  closer  together  again.  Kennedy  is 
learned,  intellectual,  cosmopolitan  and  respected  in  Europe, 
and  thus  able  to  bridge  the  gap  of  trust  in  the  shaken  North 
Atlantic  Alliance. 

General  de  Gaulle  especially  was  very  pleased  to  hear 
Kennedy  was  running  for  the  presidency.  It  is  not  because 
these  two  men  may  have  the  same  opinion  about  the  Viet- 
nam conflict,  but  de  Gaulle  has  a high  respect  for  the  Ken- 
nedys. He  sees  in  Robert  Kennedy  a man  of  his  own  class. 

Whatever  problems  R.  Kennedy  may  face  in  gaining 
support  in  the  States,  he  is  unquestionably  the  candidate 
of  the  Europeans.

The  cape  has 
been  patiently  “stuffed”  together 
in  the  costume'  shop  of  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center. 

THOUSANDS  OF  FEATHERS 
Thousands  of  white  chicken 
feathers  were  glued  to  a netted 
base.  The  process  was  slow  and  te- 
dious because  the  feathers  had  to 
be  individually  sorted  and  attached 
to  the  base  with  cotton  and  glue. 
Two  persons  were  necessary  to 
attach  each  feather. 

The  cape  required  over  six 
weeks  to  complete.  There  are  four 
feathers  per  square  inch  on  its 
surface.  i 

LAMANITE  COSTUMES 
Miss  Beverly  Warner,  costume 
designer  for  the  drama  depart- 
ment, explained  that  the  Pageant 
will  have  new  Lamanite  costumes. 
Planned  for  immediate  construc- 
tion are  35  Lamanite  men’s  cos- 
tumes, and  12  Lamanite  women’  I 
costumes.  There  will  also  be  twd 
high  priests  costumes  made  of  | 
white  linen  base  with  simulated  | 
white  rabbit  fur.

WASHINGTON  (UPI) -Trigger- 
ing cries  of  “Give  ‘em  hell,”  Presi- 
dent Johnson  Monday  attacked  his 
critics  and  political  opponents  be- 
fore a cheering  pro-administration 
labor  audience.  Aerocams  he  said, 
“never  had  it  so  good.” 

Speaking  to  the  13th  international 
conference  of  the  AFL-CIO  Build- 
ing and  Construction  Trades  De- 
partment, the  President  was  inter- 
rupted more  than  a dozen  times 
as  he  defended  his  domestic  pol- 
icies and  his  conduct  of  the  Viet- 
nam War. 

REFERS  TO  CRITICS 

Referring  to  critics  of  both  his 
domestic  and  foreign  policies,  the 
President  said:  “I  sometimes  won- 
der why  we  Americans  enjoy  pun- 
ishing ourselves  with  self-critic- 
ism. I’m  not  saying  we’ve  never 
had  it  so  good— but  that’s  the 
truth,  isn’t  it?” 

Johnson  laid  aside  his  reading 
glasses,  departed  from  his  pre- 
pared text,  pointed  a finger  at  the 
3,000  delegates  and  said  in  true

campaign  style:  “We’ve  gone  all 
the  way  to  this  point  and  we  are 
going  to  keep  on  going  now.” 

U.S.  progress  under  his  1964-68 
administration  was  “unequalled  at 
any  time  in  the  history  of  Amer- 
ica,” Johnson  said.  At  this  point 
shouts  of  “Give  ‘em  hell”  were 
heard  in  the  Statler-Hilton  hotel 
ballroom  but  the  loudest  cheers 
came  when  Johnson  defended  his 
Vietnam  policy. 

Johnson  underscored  his  belief 
that  America  could  continue  its 
social  progress  and  fight  the  Viet- 
nam War  at  the  same  time.  With- 
out referring  by  name  to  GOP 
candidate  Richard  M.  Nixon,  John- 
son pointed  to  a presidential  candi- 
date who  had  announced  a plan 
to  end  the  war  without  giving  de- 
tails. 

“That’s  a pretty  mean  man,  to 
think  he  has  the  answer  and  won’t 
tell  us,”  Johnson  said. 

“We  have  been  tested  before  as 
a nation,”  he  said,  pointing  to  both 
world  wars,  the  Truman  doctrine, 
the  Berlin  airlift,  and  the  Korean 
War. 

“We  were  tested  everytime  and 
men  were  not  found  wanting  and 
we  will  not  be  found  wanting  now.” 

The  morning  session  was  opened 
with  an  address  by  speaker  John 
W.  McCormack,  who  said  if  the 
United  States  pulls  out  of  Viet- 
nam now,  “the  Philippines  will  be 
next.”

This  semester  nearly  two  out  of 
three  students  have  a class  in  the 
Department  of  Under  graduate
